Handicapped Children Participating in the Arts , a new creative arts 
program providing opportunities for handicapped children between the ages 
of seven and ten to actively participate in the visual arts, is being offered 
by The Cleveland Museum of Art on Wednesday and Friday mornings from 10:00 to 
11:30 a.m. beginning Wednesday, June 27 and running through Friday, August 3. 

Designed to help handicapped children gain confidence in their feelings 
as sources for creating their own paintings, drawings, sculptures, weavings, 
masks, and environmental designs, the program also introduces young handicapped 
people to the various ways that artists express their feelings through subject 
matter and design. 

"The Cleveland Museum of Art is very much interested in discovering the 
needs and desires of its handicapped audience," states James A. Birch, Associate 
Curator of the Museum's Department of Art History and Education. He says, "The 
Museum is constantly searching for new ways to make its collections more 
accessible to handicapped people." 

To join Handicapped Children Participating in the Arts , each young person 
must be registered by a parent or adult, in person, at the Museum. Young people 
do not have to be present at the time of registration. 

Registration for Museum members will be held on Thursday, June 7, from 
10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. and on Friday, June 8, from 10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. 
Non-members may register on Friday, June 8, from 10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. and on 
Saturday, June 9, from 10:00 a.m. to 3:00 p.m. 
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The course fee is $5.00 for Museum members and $10.00 for non-members 
and must be paid at the time of registration. Classes are limited in size and 
enrollment is on a first come first served basis. 

A limited number of scholarships are available and special consideration 
will be given to those needing financial assistance. For additional information 
on scholarships and fees contact James A. Birch, 421-7340, prior to registration.
